Where  be  had  put  ‘Laaghter*  there  was 
laughter,  and  where  he  had  guessed 
there  would  be  'Great  laughter'  the 
merriment  waa  great.  Where  he  bad 
adroitly  made  a  feint  of  ending  his 
speech  and  theu  had  interpolated  de¬ 
mands  from  hix  bearers  to  ‘Go  on, 
Billy,  ’  the  audience  thundered  for  him 
to  go  on.  Tbe  only  cases  where  he  mis¬ 
judged  were  iu  bracketing  ' Applause' 
and  ’LangMer'  where  actually  there 
were  great  applause  aud  great  laughter.

THE  FIRST  LIGHTHOUSES. 

The,  Were  SO  Outgrowth  of  the 
Fire*  on  Headland*. 

Lieutenant  Johu  M.  Ellioott,  U.  8. 
N. ,  write*  for  St.  Nicholas  a  paper  on 
liphtbonsce,  entitled,  "The  Lights  That 
Guide  Iu  the  Night."  Lieutenant  Elli 

cott  suys: 

When  sbipg  ore  sailing  upon  the  ocean 
the  light*  of  heaven  are  their  guides. 

the  dork  ages,  when  the  com 
pars  and  rt  xtuut  were  unknown  inatru 
nitnis.  the  M  t  miugly  motionless  pole 
star  bong  like  a  beacon  light  ill  the 
northern  heavens,  and  the  rising  aud 
•citing  of  the  sun  and  stars  distin¬ 
guished  the  c  ast  from  the  west.  When, 
however.,  ships  come  near  the  land,  the 
lights  of  heaven  are  not  snlficicutly 
safe  to  guide  them.  Rooks  lie  in  their 
pulbH,  unseen  in  the  night,  reefs  and 
shoals  spread  under  the  water,  while 
auscspretid  currents  sweep  tbe  fruil 
■riilt  all  lliuuiy  upon  tLcse  dangers. 

Nevertheless,  shii*  were  sailed  oloug 
dangerous  coasts  for  centuries  before 
pluiu  system  of  murkiug  dangerous 
places  was  iuveuted.  The  early  mur- 

rs  were  bold  and  reckless  rovers, 
more  than  half  pirates,  who  seldom 
d  a  rood  of  the  coasts  along  which 
they  sailed,  and  coaid  uot  have  estub- 
Jisbcd  lights  and  landmarks  on  them 
bud  they  eared  to  do  so.  Tbe  rude  be¬ 
ginning,  then,  of  u  system  of  lighthouses 
wus  when  the  merchants  with  whom 
the  reckless  mariners  traded  in  those 
durk  ages  built  beacons  near  the  harbor 
months  to  guide  the  ships  into  port  by 
day  and  lighted  fires  for  their  guidunce 
at  night.  As  saeb  a  harbor  guide  hud  to 
be  a  sure  landmark  iu  the  duytime  and 
a  light  by  night,  it  soon  took  on  a  set¬ 
tled  shape — a  tower  on  which  could  be 
built  u  fire,  and  such  u  tower  was  usual¬ 
ly  built  of  stone. 

This  method  of  guiding  ships  into 
tbe  porta  which  they  sought  was  scarce¬ 
ly  established  before  human  wickedne 
used  it  as  a  means  for  their  destruction. 
Bauds  of  robbers,  or,  as  they  came  to 
be  called,  "wreckers,”  would  hide 
themselves  somewhere  near  the  haven 
sought  by  a  richly  laden  vessel,  and, 
after  overpowering  tbe  fire  keeper*, 
would  extinguish  tbe  beacon  fire  on  the 
night  ou  which  tbe  ship  was  expected. 
Theu  they  would  light  another  fire  near 
some  treacherous  reef.  Tbe  mariDer, 
soiling  boldly  toward  the  false  light, 
would  dash  his  vessel  to  destruction  on 
the  reef,  whereupon  the  robber  baud 
would  plunder  the  wreck  and  make  off 
with  the  booty. 


I.looru  aud  Puppy. 

Here  is  a  tale  of  a  strange  animal 
friendship  told  by  a  writer  in  a  recent 
issue  of  Tbe  Westminster  Gazette.  The 
story  is  unique.  According  to  the  writer, 
a  liouess  that  was  kept  in  captivity  in 
Somaliland  adopted  a  bull  terrier.  There 
were  several  bull  terrier  puppies  near 
the  place  where  she  was  confined,  aud 
once  in  awhile  the  little  fellows  would 
come  close  to  tbe  cage.  Theu  she  would 
snarl,  aud  tbe  puppies  would  scamper 
back,  but  there  was  oue  that  seemed  to 
have  the  good  will  of  the  liounesa,  for 
one  day  when  he  approached  tbe  cage, 
instead  of  growling,  she  showed  signs 
of  pleasure. 

The  puppy  was  encouraged,  aud  after 
blinking  ut  the  liouess  be  walked  boldly 
in.  To  the  surprise  of  tbe  keeper,  who 
was  expecting  to  see  tbe  puppy  quickly 
killed,  the  lioness  stretched  out  her 
huge  paw  and  gently  drew  tbe  dog  in.

A  Weathercock  Mod#  by  Paul  Revere. 

In  taking  down  the  steeple  of  the  old 
Methodist  church  iu  Watertown,  which 
the  Youug  Men's  Catholic  association  is 
remodeling  for  its  use,  the  historic  old 
weathercock  ou  top  of  the  steeple  had  to 
be  removed  He  is  2 >4  feet  high,  with 
a  pewter  body  and  copper  tail,  aud  is 
said  to  have  been  made  by  Paul  Revere 
when  about  20  years  old.  It  is  said  that 
the  weathercock  was  originally  placed, 
in  1756,  ou  the  old  church  building 
that  was  demolished  in  1837.  There  is 
some  dispute  about  his  ownership,  the 
Unitarians  claiming  that  be  was  simply 
loaned  to  the  Methodists  when  tbe  lat¬ 
ter  built  their  church  iu  1847,  while  the 
Methodists  claim  that  they  bought  him 
from  tbe  town.  He  will  probably  be 
presented  to  the  Watertown  Historical 
society. — Boston  Transcript

THE  GUERNSEY  MARKET. 

How  a  Public  Building  was 
Erectad  and  Paid  For  With¬ 
out  Money,  Bonds, 
or  Interest. 


In  the  pariah  of  Sfc.  Peter,  Island 
of  Guernsey,  marketing  wae  carried 
on  in  ill-protected  stalls  around  the 
church  square.  Tbe  losses  to  venders 
hy  raiuk,  aud  the  inconvenienced  to 
buyers,  made  tbe  need  of  a  covered 
market  house  keenly  felt ;  and  some 
public  spirited  citizens  took  the  mAt. 
ter  in  hand  to  have  one  built.  An 
estimate  of  tbe  building  required 
made  Us  approximate  cost  in  money 
$22,000,  aud  to  raise  this  amount  of 
money  became  the  question  with  the 
promoters  of  tbe  scheme.  It  was  h 
question,  however,  of  e  sy  solutiou, 
hh  they  had  thousands  of  precedents^ 
They  drew  up  a  petition  setting  forth 
the  need  of  a  market  house  aud  asb 
ing  the  governor  to  issue  interest- 
bearing  bonds,  *0  be  negotiated  in 
Paris  or  London  for  the  money  wber» 
with  to  erect  tbe  building.  A  com¬ 
mittee  was  appointed  to  present  tbs 
petition  with  some  three  hundred  sig¬ 
natures  appended  to  Governor  Ds 
LTsle  Brock. 

It  happened  that  while  the  peoplff 
were  money  worshippers,  that  is,  bff- 
iieved  in  tbe  omnipotence  of  monsy, 
Governor  Brock,  on  the  contrary,  was 
a  money  infidel,  that  is,  did  not  be¬ 
lieve  that  money  was  able  to  do  tbe 
east  thing.  Consequently,  wbsn  tbe 
committee  presented  tbe  petition, 
superstition  and  science  cams  in  000 
diet.  The  governor  set  to  work,  witji 
arguments,  to  provsnt  tbe  citizens 
from  going  into  debt  and  becoming’ 
tributary  to  bankers  in  Paris  and 
London.  After  explaining  to  the  00m- 
mittee,  with  little  effect,  that  all  the 
money  in  the  world  could  not  make 
nor  lay  a  brick,  could  not  plans  nor 
nail  a  plank  in  the  proposed  market 
house,  he  finally  struck  the  right  wqy 
and  reached  their  understanding  r~ 
follows : 

‘Will  you  permit  me,”  he  asked  the 
committee,  "  to  place  before 
some  very  simple  questions  f*  1 
continuing  :  "Have  we  the  necessary 
number  of  meobanice  among  us  to 
build  said  house!”  he  asked.  The 
committee  replied  that  they  had,  add 
ing  that,  owing  to  doll  times  many 
were  out  of  employment  and  fwould 
be  glad  of  a  job.  This  reply  the 
governor  put  down  on  paper  summa¬ 
rily  thus  :  4  We  have  the  men.’  He 

then  asked  about  the  materials,  rocks, 
bricks,  lumber,  lime,  sand ;  about 
tools,  teams,  as  well  as  all  requisites 
to  maintain  men  and  teams  while  the 
work  was  being  exeouted.  To  all 
these  questions  the  00m mi t tee  hsd  to 
reply  affirmatively,  because  the  whole 
were  to  be  found  in  the  perish.  The 
governor  set  down  on  his  list  each  in 
the  order  given.  Holding,  then,  the 
list  in  his  hands,  he,  with  the  full  as¬ 
surance  of  being  in  the  right,  ad¬ 
dressed  the  committee  as  follows ; 

"Here  you  tell  me  that  we  have 
among  ourselves  everything  needed 
to  build  the  market  houee,  yet  you 
desire  me  to  bond  you  to  bankers  for 
a  material  which  is  of  no  manner  of 
use  in  the  construction  of  the  home. 
Strange  anomaly  1”  “It  is  true,’ 
marked  one  of  tbe  oommittee, 
we  have  men  and  materials,  but  we 
lack  the  money  to  pay  the  men  and 
boy  tbe  materials.'’  •♦Friends,"  re¬ 
plied  tbe  governor,  “when  a  man  feta 
paid  for  work  done  or  materials  fur¬ 
nished,  it  means  that  he  has  wodked 
for  others  and  sold  tbe  materials.  Is 
it  your  intention  to  build  »  house  for 
bankers  t  If  so,  theu  you  are  right 
in  demanding  pay  from  thoee  bank¬ 
ers.  But,  in  such  case,  you  should 
not  place  yourselves  under  bondage 
besides.  If  thoee  bankers  pay  you 
for  the  bouse,  and  hold  you  in  bond¬ 
age  also,  demanding  annual  tribute, 
they  will  soon  have  both  the  house 
and  the  money  they  paid  you.  It 
will  be  no  relief  to  say  that  we  make 
the  renters  of  tbe  market-house  pay 
that  tribute  to  tbe  bankers.  Tbe 
renters  will  be  part  of  ua,  and  they 
will  demand  of  their  customers  that 
tribute  in  higher  prices  for  goods. 
80  we  jointly  will  h$ve  to  pay  tribute 
in  perpetuity  for  an  article  which,  as 
I  said,  is  of  no  use  to  us.  Allow  me, 
gentlemen,  to  propose  a  better  plan 
for  building  our  market  house.  Hav¬ 
ing,  as  you  avow,  men  end  materials,
